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PCs investigate nomination 
race over bribery allegation

Metro in Calgary and Edmonton 

The Progressive Conservative 
Association of Alberta (PCAA) 
is investigating irregularities 
in the nomination process of 
an Edmonton constituency 
amid allegations that the 
incumbent MLA attempted 
to mislead a challenger’s 
supporters and offer a bribe 
through a proxy in order to 
undermine the challenger’s 
campaign. 

On Monday, Metro con¬ 
firmed an ongoing probe by 
the PCAA into the nomina¬ 
tion process in Edmonton- 
Ellerslie, currently held by 


Naresh Bhardwaj. 

Metro made repeated at¬ 
tempts to contact Bhardwaj, 
the associate minister for 
persons with disabilities, in¬ 
cluding asking him in person 
at the Alberta Legislature 
Wednesday to respond and 
supplying him with a written 
list of questions regarding 
the allegations, but he would 
only say: “I think anything 
related to the nomination 
should be directed to Kelley 
Charlebois.” Charlebois is 
the PC party’s executive dir¬ 
ector. 

The allegations against 
Bhardwaj stem from Ed¬ 
monton-Ellerslie challenger 
Balraj Manhas’ claim that he 
was called just days before 
the Feb. 21 nomination ballot 
and told by riding committee 
representatives to withdraw 
or be publicly disqualified on 
the basis that his nomination 
papers were invalid. 

Metro has spoken to two 
of Manhas’ supporters and 
received copies of their no¬ 
tarized statements. They 


claim Bhardwaj or others act¬ 
ing on his behalf attempted 
to have them sign pre-draft- 
ed affidavits claiming their 
names had improperly ap¬ 
peared on the challenger’s 
nomination papers. 

In one instance, Balbir 
Sidhu claims he was offered 
a $10,000 bribe paid either 


in Canada or in India by 
others working on Bhard¬ 
waj’s behalf in exchange for 
claiming his signature and 
those of other family mem¬ 
bers should not have been on 
Manhas’ papers. 

Sidhu said he outright re¬ 
fused. 

“I thought, ‘Why would 


he do this?”’ Sidhu said in 
an interview Tuesday. “What¬ 
ever the public wants for this 
area is supposed to be what 
happens.” 

Bhardwaj remained in a 
nearby car while the conver¬ 
sation with the proxy took 
place, Sidhu said. 

In the other instance, Bi¬ 
lal Ali claims his family was 
approached late at night by 
three men, including Bhard¬ 
waj, and told to sign a docu¬ 
ment that he initially be¬ 
lieved was to confirm their 
support for Manhas. It was 
only later, Ali said Tuesday, 
that he realized his signa¬ 
ture was being used to run 
Manhas out of the race. 

Ali said in an interview 
that three other members 
of his family had also sup¬ 
ported Manhas and all signed 
the document allegedly of¬ 
fered by Bhardwaj. 

None of the afore¬ 
mentioned allegations have 
been proven. 

PC party representatives 
refused to delve into the spe¬ 


cifics of their ongoing inves¬ 
tigation Tuesday and again 
Wednesday, even after being 
informed of Metro’s posses¬ 
sion of the documents. 

A spokesperson said Wed¬ 
nesday the party “confirms 
that there are many layers 
to this investigation” but 
declined to speak in further 
detail. 

Instead, the party referred 
to comments made Monday 
when Metro first reported 
about potential issues with 
the nomination race. 

At that time, Charlebois 
would only say that the party 
was looking into the race. 

“The whole matter is still 
considered under review by 
the party,” he said. 

Sidhu, meanwhile, said 
he hopes for a fulsome inves¬ 
tigation. 

In his sworn statement, 
he directly addressed Pre¬ 
mier Jim Prentice. 

“For God Sake Jim, please 
save Alberta from such cor¬ 
rupt inducements or bribes,” 
Sidhu wrote.

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Catholics are ready to 
‘work’ with new Bill 10 


Gay-straight alliances. 

Alberta school boards 
are prepared to work 
within the new LGBTQ-

The day after the province 
approved new legislation 
to ensure gay-straight alli¬ 
ances can be started at any 
Alberta school, the Catholic 
school authority responded 
— they’re “willing to work” 
with it. 

After a series of back and 
forths between the province 
and the Alberta Catholic 
School Trustee’s Associa¬ 
tion over Bill 10 — legisla¬ 
tion that provides LGBTQ 
students an avenue to start 
advocacy clubs — MLAs ap¬ 
proved an amended version 
of the bill on Tuesday. 

Alberta Catholic School 
Trustees’ Association 

president Tony Sylcora said 
the amended version of the 
bill is closer in line with 
what Catholic schools al¬ 
ready do. 

“Our mission is to ensure 
every child, every human be¬ 
ing that comes to Catholic 
schools is treated with re¬ 
spect, is welcome, is made to 
feel safe in our school build¬ 
ings,” he said. 

While the organization 
said the new bill allows the 
“flexibility” for boards to re¬ 


spond to student requests, 
Metro obtained a leaked 
document from ACSTA 
in February that detailed 
legislation to support gay- 
straight alliances would in¬ 
trude on the organization’s 
rights. 

The memo outlined a 
series of historical develop¬ 
ments and position state¬ 
ments that use the prov¬ 
incial Education Act as 
evidence. 

“The Alberta Act clearly 
delineates responsibilities 
of the various levels of gov¬ 
ernment,” read one portion. 
“Intruding on these rights is 
a slippery slope and dimin¬ 
ishes the roles and respon¬ 
sibilities of trustees.” 

While ACSTA is ready to 
work with the new bill, the 
association released a policy 
guide for schools to support 
student advocacy. 

The LIFE Framework set 
out ways students can form 
support groups and “be open 
from a Catholic perspective 
to (the) exploration of a 
variety of issues, including 
sexual orientation, gender 
identity, bullying, discrimin¬ 
ation, justice, and respectful 
relationships and language.” 

The framework also 
stipulates that parents will 
be informed when their chil¬ 
dren wish to join a group 
that focuses on issues re¬ 
lated to sexuality or sexual 
orientation. 

Sylcora called it a legal 
requirement for teachers 
to inform parents on issues 
pertaining to sexuality that 
happen in school. 

On behalf of the Archdio¬ 



ceses of Edmonton, Father 
Stephen Penna said the ori¬ 
ginal legislation was too fo¬ 
cused on a particular group. 

The amended Bill 10, 
he noted, allows Catholic 
schools to support children 
dealing with a number of 
different issues. 

“Let’s be clear about 
this,” he said. “This is not a 
‘we’ll hold our nose and put 
up with this legislation.’”

Edmonton Tourism and Red 
Bull Crashed Ice saw the city 
and the event as a match made 
in heaven when they worked 
to bring it here last year. 

Racers will start heading 
down the course Thursday, 
but the work to bring them 
here started a long time ago. 

Maggie Davison of Edmon¬ 
ton Tourism said the event 
has been on their radar for 
several years and they saw a 
lot of upside to bringing it to 
the city. 

“It ticks a lot of boxes for 
us. It’s a new event and one 
that will attract regional 
visitors for sure, but because 
of the broadcast and the 


fact it is televised, it actually 
serves as a great stoiy,” she 
said. 

Davison said as part of 
their effort to boost tourism, 
they are tiying to promote 
more reasons for people to 
come to the city. 

“We really want to try and 
get events every weekend of 
the year, so we call that our 
52 fish hooks,” she said. 

“The focus this year has 
really been to attract more 
winter events to fill the cal¬ 
endar, so an event like Red 
Bull really fit.” 

Neither side would say 
who approached who about 
bringing the event to Ed¬ 
monton, but Christian Pap- 
illon, the Crashed Ice sports 
director, said the city is a 
perfect fit. 

“When you look at Ed¬ 
monton, it’s a hockey city 
and winter city too, so it 
make sense population-wise,” 
he said. 

Papillon said the river val¬ 
ley location of the track is 
meant to reflect the city. 

“What I am tiying to cre¬ 


ate is a track that gets the 
soul of the location,” he said. 

He said he’s confident that 
Edmontonians will fully be in 
love with Crashed Ice. 

“They will just get crazy 
about the sport. It’s some¬ 
thing that they will embrace,” 
he said.

Denis will back bill targeting distracted driving 


Alberta’s justice minister is 
standing behind a private 
member’s bill that would add 
demerit points and increase 
the current fines for distract¬ 
ed driving. 

Jonathan Denis announced 
Wednesday he would be sup¬ 
porting Bill 204, a private 
member’s bill introduced by 
Calgaiy MLA Moe Ameiy. 

“We could all use to im¬ 
prove our driving habits and 
I am really hoping we can 
move forward with Bill 204,” 
said Denis. “This has a real 


impact on people’s lives and 
people’s safety.” 

Ameiy’s bill proposes driv¬ 
ers would see a distracted 
driving ticket come with 
three demerit points and also 
raise the fine to $250. 

Denis said the vote next 
week on Ameiy’s bill will be a 
free vote, but he will encour¬ 
age MLAs to support it. 

“A lot of governments 
members believe it’s time 
that we do this. We are now 
the only province that does 
not have distracted driving 


demerits,” he said. “It’s sim¬ 
ply time.” 

Denis made the comments 
after meeting with a young 
woman, Renaye Wade, who 
suffered a brain injuiy follow¬ 
ing a traffic accident nearly 
two years ago. 

Wade hopes the legisla¬ 
tion will encourage drivers to 
put their phones down and 
concentrate on the road. 

“They just think they’re 
too good to have something as 
bad as what happened to me 
happen to them,” she said. 


Edmonton police Chief 
Rod Knecht has long advo¬ 
cated for the demerit points 
to be added to the legislation, 
but was unavailable for com¬ 
ment on Wednesday.

Canadian project In Ecuador 
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About $120 million worth of repairs 
needed to fix alleyways: City official 



Infrastructure. City 
needs funding plan 
to get work done, 
says administration

It’s not just city roads that 
are speckled with deep 
holes in the asphalt; the 
city’s alleyways are also in 
desperate need of a spring 
fill-up. 

According to city admin¬ 
istration, about 600 kilo¬ 
metres of alleys in the city 
need an upgrade and there’s 
just not enough dollars to 
get around to all of the back 
streets. 

“There’s about $120 
million worth of renewal 
needed.... It’s a question of 
how you want to tackle it,”

said Bob Dunford to a city- 
council committee on Wed¬ 
nesday. 

City officials argued that 
if there’s a specific financial 
plan to address repairs for 
back alleys, it could mean 
the road holes get filled 
quicker. 


“We need to get alleys 
into a renewal cycle now,” 
said Dunford. 

About 60 per cent of the 
city’s alleys need some de¬ 
gree of repair, after about $2 
million was spent last year 
filling potholes in back al¬ 
leys, according to city infor¬ 
mation. 

Coun. Andrew Knack said 
people have complained to 
him about the reporting pro¬ 
cess itself when it comes to 
back alleys, with no follow- 
through or “specific time¬ 
lines” from the city once a 
pothole complaint is sent in. 

“We’re setting more ag¬ 
gressive targets to repair 
potholes in alleys and we’re 
setting targets to communi¬ 
cate more clearly to cit¬ 
izens,” said Dunford. 

City administration will 
be back in November with 
options on how best to ad¬ 
dress potholes in back al¬ 
leys.

More than $50 million will 
be injected into Edmonton 
and Calgary hospitals to 
renovate emergency rooms 
in an effort to increase cap¬ 
acity. 

In Edmonton, the Miseri- 
corida, Grey Nuns and Royal 
Alexandra hospitals will re¬ 
ceive renovations to emer¬ 
gency rooms, as will Peter 
Lougheed Centre and South 
Health Campus in Calgary. 

Health Minister Stephen 
Mandel announced the fund¬ 
ing Wednesday, along with 
the creation of 311 new re¬ 
storative care beds in both 
cities in an effort to improve 
long-term care in the prov¬ 
ince. 

“Keeping patients too 
long in hospitals is not good 
for the patient and is not 
good for the system,” Mandel 
said. 

“They no longer have 
acute needs but they have re¬ 
storative needs and require 
more (service) tailored to in¬ 
dividual care.”

care system gets backed up. 

“We need to look at an al¬ 
ternative way to move people 
through the system, and this 
is an option,” he said. 

New changes to the 
Health Professions Act com¬ 
ing this summer will also 
see paramedics do more for 
patients, said Alberta Health 
Services CEO Vickie Kamin¬ 
ski. 

With the expanded scope, 
fewer non-emergency calls 
will be diverted from taking 
up precious emergency-room 
space, she noted.

Books. Family-friendly 
tome the brainchild of 
three Stollery Hospital 
patients' moms 


There’s a saying that “if you 
want something done, ask 
a busy person.” Busy moms 
Wendy Beaudoin, Melissa Da 
Silva and Melody Willier fit 
that bill as the mothers of pedi¬ 
atric neurosurgical patients at 
the Stollery Children’s Hos¬ 
pital. They’ve written a new 
book to help families deal with 
the realities of brain surgery. 

The Compass, a guide filled 
with real-life stories of coping 
from parents and patients, 
also explains medical termin¬ 
ology for brain and spinal- 
cord injuries, how to navigate 
the hospital and even tips on 
where to host a wheelchair- 
friendly birthday party in the 
city. 

“I can’t count the number 
of birthdays we’ve had in ICU 
waiting rooms,” said co-author 


Wendy Beaudoin, a nurse prac¬ 
titioner at the Stolleiy whose 
11-year-old daughter Olivia 
was bom at 26 weeks and has 
had nearly 40 brain and spinal 
surgeries since a brain bleed 
shortly after her birth. 

“When you’ve been up all 
night in the emergency room 
and you’re handed a basket of 
pamphlets — it can be over¬ 
whelming. The book is meant 
to help families deal with their 


journey in hospital.” 

Dr. Vivelc Mehta, the Stol- 
leiy’s divisional director of 
pediatric neurosurgeiy, con¬ 
tributed the medical informa¬ 
tion in the book but said it’s 
the moms who have done all 
the heavy lifting. 

“It speaks to the holistic, 
family-centred care we aim 
for. It’s a unique project that’s 
never been done in neurosur¬ 
geiy in Canada,” said Mehta.

• Each year, about 1,500 
children are treated at 
the Stollery pediatric 
neurology program for 
brain injuries or illnesses. 
Some 275 pediatric neuro¬ 
surgeries were performed 
there last year.

With a first chapter that 
can be adapted to address any 
health issue, Beaudoin said the 
book is a one-stop resource for 
parents and caregivers — hers 
even includes a letter to give 
school teachers that explains 
her daughter’s story. 

Alberta Children’s Hospi¬ 
tal in Calgaiy and IWK Health 
Centre in Halifax are already 
adapting the book for their 
hospitals, lucy haines/for metro

Transit riders looking to get 
some peace and quiet on public 
transit will have to wait a little 
longer as both Edmonton Tran¬ 
sit and Strathcona County tran¬ 
sit officials say “Quiet Zones” 
aren’t needed in Edmonton.

we don’t have a U-Pass,” said 
Tyler Ludwig, president of the 
Concordia Students’ Associa¬ 
tion. 

NATT, the University of Al¬ 
berta, MacEwan University and 
NorQuest College are currently 
the post-secondaiy schools part 
of the U-Pass program, which al¬ 
lows students unlimited travel 
on regular ETS service, includ¬ 
ing travel in the region via St. 
Albert and Strathcona County 
transit. 

The issue has gone to vote 
with Concordia students in the 
past, but received only 55 per 


cent approval, which is below 
the two-thirds vote needed to 
proceed. 

Ludwig initially didn’t see 
the need to get the U-Pass for 
Concordia students, but talks 
with undergrads and graduates 
changed his mind. 

“After being approached by 
various groups and undergrad 
students, I realized that this is 
beneficial and even I could use 
this. It’s something we should 
have,” said Ludwig. 

The agreement with ETS 
would mean students would pay 
an additional $162.50 per term 
for the universal transit pass.

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Health. MLA calling for 
mandatory vaccinations 


Craving culinary creations? 



Amid lingering fears of another 
measles outbreak, the interim 
leader of Alberta’s Liberal Party 
is calling for mandatoiy vac¬ 
cinations for children who are 
attending school. 

David Swann, MIA for 
Calgaiy-Mountain View, made 
the call for such rules directly 
to Education Minister Gordon 
Dirks and Health Minister Ste¬ 
phen Mandel during the legisla¬ 
ture session Wednesday 

He noted three Canadian 
provinces and all 50 U.S. states 
have already made vaccination 
records mandatoiy for kids at¬ 
tending public schools. 

“It’s a growing trend where 
people seem to be concerned 
about the safety of vaccines 
and not concerned about the 
disease.... We’re getting more 
and more outbreaks,” he said, 
noting there are potentially

fatal consequences as well as 
“tremendous costs” when wide¬ 
spread cases of measles and 
other diseases are seen. 

Alberta did declare a full- 
fledged measles outbreak last 
year and a similar scenario has 
played out in California more 
recently. 

An Angus Reid poll pub¬ 
lished in Februaiy found par¬ 
ents support mandatoiy vac¬ 
cinations for school children by 
a ratio of four to one. 

In a statement Wednesday, 
Dirks said he’s “strongly sup¬ 
portive” of vaccinations, but 
added there are no current 
plans to make school enrol¬ 
ment conditional on a children 
receiving their shots. “I may 
want to have discussions about 
this with school boards some 
time in the future,” he said.

Troop deployment 
to Iraq won’t grow: 
Defence Minister 


Military. Government 
says no plans to send 
more soldiers, but mum 
on whether mission 
profile could change 


The Harper government 
isn’t planning to increase 
the size of its special forces 
contingent in northern Iraq 
if Canada’s combat mission 
in the country is extended, 
Defence Minister Jason Ken¬ 
ney said Wednesday. 

There has been a flurry 
of speculation about how 
the deployment might be 
restructured as the war 
against the Islamic State of 
Iraq and the Levant evolves 
and local forces conduct 
further offensives to drive 
extremists out of the coun¬ 
try. 

Kenney may have been 
able to rule out more 
troops, but he was more 
circumspect about whether 
the scope of operations — 
limited so far to advising 
and assisting Kurdish pesh- 
merga forces — will change. 

“The government has 
not yet taken a final deci¬ 
sion on potential renewal 
or extension of the mission, 
and so I’ll have to ask the 
member to wait until that 


decision is taken and we 
will certainly report it to 
Parliament in the form of 
a motion,” Kenney said in 
answer to a question from 
NDP defence critic Jack Har¬ 
ris.

Levant to testify at Duffy’s fraud-bribery trial 


Ezra Levant and Sen. Mike 
Duffy have appeared on each 
other’s talk shows over the 
years - now they’ll both be fea¬ 
tured in one of the year’s most- 
watched courtroom dramas. 

Levant, the provocative pol¬ 
itical commentator formerly 
of Sun News, has been sub¬ 
poenaed to testify at Duffy’s up¬ 
coming fraud and bribeiy trial. 

Levant confirmed to The 
Canadian Press that he’s been 
summoned as a Crown witness 
for the case that begins in an 


Ottawa court April 7. 

Levant, also a lawyer and 
columnist, said he wrote “a 
couple” of speeches for Duffy 
five or six years ago. He de¬ 
clined to comment on the sub¬ 
ject matter of the speeches. 

Duffy is facing 31 charges of 
fraud, breach of trust and brib¬ 
eiy. The Mounties described 
one series of breach of trust 
charges as relating to “the 
awarding of consulting con¬ 
tracts over a four-year period, 
and subsequently using part 


of the funds from those con¬ 
tracts for personal gain or for 
expenses which circumvent 
Senate oversight.” 

It is unclear, however, 
how Levant’s work for Duffy 
fits into the Crown’s case. His 
name has not appeared in any 
court documents related to 
the Duffy trial, unlike those of 
other contractors. 

When Levant is scheduled 
to appear in court is also un¬ 
known. The trial is expected 
to start with a lengthy exam¬ 


ination of Senate finance rules 
and paperwork. 

Before Levant began work 
as a talk-show host on the Sun 
News network, he appeared 
a handful of times on Duffy’s 
own political panel on CTV 
News. Duffy was appointed 
to the Senate by Prime Min¬ 
ister Stephen Harper in Janu¬ 
ary 2009, and appeared on a 
number of occasions in that 
capacity on Levant’s Sun News 
program “The Source.”

A Pakistani man Canadian au¬

following a lengthy investi¬ 
gation by Canadian security 
and anti-terrorism personnel, 
Public Safety Minister Steven 
Blaney said in Ottawa. 

At the hearing Wednesday, 
Jessica Lourenco, a lawyer for 
the immigration minister, 
said an undercover RCMP of¬ 
ficer befriended Malik. 

“Malik attempted to rad¬ 
icalize the undercover officer 
by showing him videos appar¬ 
ently of (Islamic State of Iraq 
and the Levant) beheadings,” 
Lourenco alleged. 

“He told the undercover 
officer about his plan to build 
remote-controlled bombs to 
blow up the U.S. consulate 
and other buildings in the 
financial district of Toronto.” 

Lourenco accused Malik, 
who has travelled frequently 
between Canada and Pak¬ 
istan, of planning to video¬ 
tape the bombings to encour¬ 
age others to cariy out similar

Federal Conservatives 
scrambled Wednesday to 
clarify that their aversion 
to Muslim women wearing 
the niqab applies strictly to 
citizenship ceremonies.

Jackson had previously re¬ 
sisted calls by protesters and 
some of Missouri’s top elected 
leaders to step down over his 
handling of the August shoot¬ 
ing of Michael Brown and the 
weeks of sometimes-violent 
protests that followed. 

Several messages left with 
Mayor James Knowles III and 
Jackson were not returned. 

Jackson told the St. Louis 
Post-Dispatch that he felt it 
was time for the city to move 
on. “I believe this is the appro¬ 
priate thing to do at this time.”

Explosions and heavy gun¬ 
fire echoed through Tikrit, a 
key way station for Iraqi forces 
tiying to expel the Islamic 
State of Iraq and the Levant, 
who hold roughly a third of 
the countiy and neighbouring 
Syria. The offensive also will 
serve as a major crucible for 
Iraqi forces, which collapsed 
under the extremists’ initial of¬ 
fensive last year and now face 
street-by-street fighting in one 
of ISIL’s biggest strongholds. 

Allied Iraqi forces first 
entered the city through its 
northern Qadisiyya neighbour¬ 
hood, according to video ob¬ 
tained by The Associated Press.

Tuesday, Italy’s highest 
court confirmed Berlusconi’s 
acquittal on charges he paid 
an underage Moroccan prosti¬ 
tute for sex and then used his 
influence to cover it up. 

The ruling closed an em¬ 
barrassing chapter for the 
billionaire media mogul, ex¬ 
posing the raunchy parties at 
his Milan mansion, complete 
with showgirl stripteases and 
wads of cash paid to guests in 
envelopes at the end of each 
party. 

In a statement Wednes¬ 
day, Berlusconi cheered the 
decision but expressed bit¬ 
terness “for a case that did a 
lot of damage not just to me, 
my family and other innocent 
people, but to all Italians, our 
public life and the image of 
our country in the world.”

He says 40 per cent of his 
clients have cancelled their 
parties all-together for this 
year, walking away from 
thousands of dollars in de¬ 
posits.

CITIZEN SCIENTISTS UNITE! 


Research projects Led by those outside academia aren't supported, published or taken seriously, but that should change

You don’t need a PhD to have a great 
idea, so why do you need a PhD to pub¬ 
lish it? 

Many of us have ideas that, given 
research and a platform to share it, 
could change the way we live. More 
people outside academia are getting 
their hands dirty with scientific re¬ 
search. 

A few weeks ago, the first-ever Cit¬ 
izen Science Meeting was held at Cor¬ 
nell University. But right now, re¬ 
search projects led by citizen scien¬ 
tists aren’t supported, published or 
taken seriously. 

Scientific research needs to go 
public. 

A citizen scientist is anyone in the 
public who participates in scientific 
study. You could be one. Numerous 
projects around the world already see 
academic scientists tap citizen scien¬ 
tists to collect their data—like 
crowdfunding, but for information. 

Amateur whale watchers report 
sightings as part of the B.C. Cetacean 
Sightings Network. The University of 
Calgary-based Aurorasaurus project 
tracks the aurora through Twitter. 

But the vast majority of citizen sci¬ 
entists today just do the grunt work. 
They don’t contribute ideas. Academ¬ 
ic institutions and publications still 
control much of what research is pur¬ 
sued, funded and recognized. Only a 
select few can currently participate 
in scientific discovery and be recog¬ 
nized for it. 

Many of the world’s greatest in¬ 
ventions and discoveries were made 


outside the walls of academia. 

Working out of his shop, a Dutch 
eyeglasses maker named Hans Lip- 
pershey invented the technology be¬ 
hind the telescope, which Galileo 
used to discover craters on the moon 
and confirm that the Earth orbits the 
sun. German goldsmith Johannes 
Gutenberg invented the movable- 
type printing press, which put books 
in the hands of regular Europeans, 
not just the aristocracy and the 
church. 

Today, however, peer-reviewed 
academic journals are the gatekeep¬ 


ers ofwhat science is accepted, talked 
about and built upon, and right now, 
for the most part, only researchers 
from academic institutions are able 
to publish there. 

There just aren’t supports in Can¬ 
ada that allow citizen scientists con¬ 
ducting their own experiments or 
studies to get peer reviewed and to 
publish their findings, says David 
Lawrie, program director of Canada’s 
Citizen Scientists, a group of re¬ 
searchers formed out of Toronto in 
2003 who collect data about the 
health of the Rouge River watershed. 


Plenty of tools are out there for cit¬ 
izen scientists. Science crowdfund¬ 
ing sites like petridish.org and experi¬ 
ment.com help generate funds, and 
there are a couple citizen science 
journals, but the citizen science sea 
change won’t happen until ordinary 
people can get better recognition for 
their research. 

“For citizen scientists, it takes a lot 
of time and effort to publish in a jour¬ 
nal for essentially almost no reward,” 
says Lawrie. 

We also need more incentives to 
encourage people from more diverse 


backgrounds to get involved in re¬ 
searching and shaping what we know 
about the world. They need things 
like grants, awards, prizes, the hon¬ 
our of being published. 

Lawrie would like to see more 
monetary support for citizen scien¬ 
tists and “a very effective platform to 
help disseminate the information to 
the broader public.” 

Encouraging citizen research 
would generate more discoveries, and 
they would happen faster. More di¬ 
verse people would be able to pursue 
more diverse topics that are currently 
underrepresented in academia. 

Thanks to data collection by cit¬ 
izen scientists, the eBird network has 
millions of sightings that have helped 
focus conservation efforts. Think of 
how much more we could accomplish 
with a world full of scientists. 

One criticism of citizen research 
is that reliability and validity of the 
research can’t be controlled as it is in 
academia. 

So let’s find ways of fixing that: 
peer-review panels to vet the quality 
of citizen research; ethics boards that 
make sure their projects are above 
board; a government granting body 
that endorses and supports promis¬ 
ing projects; a central resource where 
citizen scientists can find out how to 
conduct research with rigour so they 
can produce meaningful results. 

Cheap, easily accessible technolo¬ 
gies are making it easy to collect, ana¬ 
lyze and communicate information. 

Let’s use them to unleash the pub¬ 
lic brain.

Ego 

Shad: Friends describe him as confident, but also modest and 
humble, almost to a fault. “He’s never struck me as a person 
that’s seeking or needing the validation of others,” said Seattle 
hip-hop radio host and friend, Jonathan Moore. In a CBC 
news story on the announcement, Shad downplayed his own 
prominence, calling his new role “an honour” and praising the 
producers as a “brilliant, passionate team.” 

Ghomeshi: In the wake of Ghomeshi’s firing and allega¬ 
tions of sexual assault, former staffers have come out to 
charge Ghomeshi with having an outsized ego. Former staff 
have described Ghomeshi as an oppressive and perfectionist 
boss, whose will was the law. 


Radio experience 

Shad: He’s had a lot of time behind the microphone, 
but in terms of hosting a radio show, Shad’s main ef¬ 
forts were as a guest host for Qin January for a week. 

Ghomeshi: He had a number of smaller broadcasting 
gigs before launching Qui 2007, including on CBC TV 
as the host of the pop culture program Play, and later as 
the host of a series of music shows on CBC Radio One, 
including a stint on Sounds Like Canada. 

Accolades 

Shad: The musician has been racking up praise for his 
music for the past 10 years. He won the 2011 Juno award 
for Rap Recording of the Year, beating out Drake, and his 
albums have been nominated for other Junos, MuchMusic 
Video Awards and the Polaris Prize. 

Ghomeshi: As a musician, Ghomeshi’s career was less 
decorated. But as host of Q, he won the Gold Award for 
best talk-show host at the New York Festivals International 
Radio Awards in 2012. He was also praised around the 
world for taking on Billy Bob Thornton in a prickly 2009 
interview. 



Musical 


Shad: A veteran of the hip-hop world, Shad has re¬ 
leased four albums, two mixtapes and four EPs. The 
Old Prince is considered his breakout album, he 
won the Juno for TSOL, and his most recent release 
came last year, with Flying Colours. He makes 
“culturally curious hip hop (that’s) eclectic, witty, 
thoughtful, funny,” said music writer and Polaris 
Prize juror Michael Barclay. 


Ghomeshi: As the singer and drummer in the 
satirical folk-pop band Moxy Fruvous, 
Ghomeshi recorded eight albums. 

The band released platinum-selling 
records, and made Ghomeshi a 
name in Canadian music, but “by 
the time he started working at 
the CBC, his music career was 
kind of a joke,” said Barclay. 


Ghomeshi: There’s no doubt 
that Q’s popularity became 
entwined with Ghomeshi’s own 
star power. Known as a gracious 
radio host, he also didn’t cower 
to well-known interview subjects 
— he once sarcastically corrected 
Julian Assange for calling him by the 
show’s name. A charismatic man 
in person, Ghomeshi’s confidence 
shone on air, and the way he con¬ 
nected with guests and drew out their 
stories undoubtedly helped forge Q’s 
reputation as a cultural powerhouse 
and a must-do interview. 


X Factor 


Shad: As yet unproven as a 
host, Shad has ample proof of 
his charisma on stage. The MC 
is confident and intelligent, 
but not arrogant, Moore said. 
“He’s curious and interesting. 
He will bring energy to the 
show,” Barclay said.

A juiy’s verdict that Pharrell 
Williams and Robin Thiclce 
copied Marvin Gaye’s music to 


create their hit song Blurred 
Lines won’t just be felt by the 
singers’ pocketboolcs — it has 
the potential to change how 
musicians work and could open 
the door to new copyright 
claims. 

An eight-person juiy deter¬ 
mined Tuesday that Williams 
and Thiclce copied elements of 
Gaye’s 1977 hit Got to Give It 
Up and ordered the pair to pay 
nearly $7.4 million to the late 


singer’s three children. 

“Today’s successful ver¬ 
dict, with the odds more than 
stacked against the Marvin 
Gaye estate, could redefine 
what copyright infringement 
means for recording artists,” 
said Glen Rothstein, an in¬ 
tellectual property attorney 
with the firm Greenberg 
Gluslcer. 

“The Gaye verdict is pre¬ 
cedential in that whereas 


prior to today, it was gener¬ 
ally understood that paying 
homage to musical influ¬ 
ences was an acceptable, and 
indeed commonplace way 
of conducting business and 
even showing respect for 
one’s musical idols, after to¬ 
day, doubt has been cast on 
where the line will be drawn 
for copyright infringement 
purposes,” Rothstein said.

An apparent hoax summoned 
a strong police response Wed¬ 
nesday to the home of rapper 
Lil Wayne after an unknown 
caller reported a shooting.

1. Preheat the oven to 400 F. 
Line two rimmed baking sheets 
with parchment paper.

Put the ramps 
in a strainer and submerge 
them in the boiling water for 
45 seconds. Remove and sub¬ 
merge them in the ice bath 
until completely cold. Drain 
and shake off the water, then 
drain and diy on paper towels. 

3 . Chop the ramps into small 
pieces. 

4 . Put the self-rising flour, corn- 
meal, 1 cup all-purpose flour, 
salt, sugar, white pepper, bak¬ 
ing soda, and baking powder in 
a large bowl and whisk to mix 
well. Add the onion and half 
of the chopped ramps and mix 
well. lightly beat the eggs in a 
medium bowl, then whisk in 
the milk, buttermilk, and lard.

5 . Pour the canola oil into a 
deep fryer or a large pot and 
heat it to 350 F.

9 . Bake the hushpuppies for 
about 4 minutes to ensure that 
they are cooked through. Drain 
on paper towels and serve hot, 
alongside the dressing for dip¬ 
ping.

His defending champion 
Golden Bears are the top-seed¬ 
ed team at this week’s Univer¬ 
sity Cup. The eight-team tour¬ 
nament, which previously used 
a six-team pool setup, begins 
Thursday at Scotiabanlc Centre. 

Alberta opens Friday against 
eighth-seeded St. Francis 
Xavier in one of four quarter¬ 
final games. Winners will 
move on to the semifinals Sat¬ 
urday and medal games are 


scheduled for Sunday. 

The Golden Bears won’t be 
taking any team lightly. 

Herbers said his squad got 
a “wake-up call early” in their 
first pre-season game last Sep¬ 
tember when a small college 
team beat the reigning CIS 
champions 6-0. 

“Guys just thought we’d 
cany on where we left off last 
year,” he said. “It doesn’t hap¬ 
pen that way. We’re a new 
team, we had to go out and 
earn it.” 

Alberta posted a 24-3-1 rec¬ 
ord in the regular season and 
won four straight games in the 
playoffs to clinch the Canada 
West title. 

The two schools that have 
won eight of the last 10 titles 
are in the field this week. Al¬ 
berta also won in 2005, 2006 
and 2008, while second-seeded 
UNB has won in eveiy odd- 
numbered year since 2007. 

The Varsity Reds will at¬ 
tempt to keep that pattern go¬ 
ing beginning Thursday night 
against the No. 7 Windsor Lan¬ 
cers. 

Meanwhile, the third-seed¬ 
ed Guelph Giyphons have been 
one of the hottest teams in the 
CIS since the New Year. Coach

With an 11-13-3 mark, 
Guelph is the only team to fin¬ 
ish below .500, but it went 7-2 
in the playoffs to win the OUA 
title. The Giyphons will open 
Thursday against the sixth- 
seeded Calgaiy Dinos. 

“We were in last place,” 
Camp said. “Our team had only 
won three games in the first 
half.” The team was working 
hard, but was hampered by in¬ 
juries. “We struggled to score 
goals in the first half,” Camp 
added. “But once we figured 
that out, we started to roll.” 

The Giyphons also faced 
some adversity, notably the 
death of player Cole Hamblin 
early in the season and the 
death of Rick Kohler, the father 
of player Thomas Kohler.
